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of 47° to 50°F. and the nymphs were not removed. Reproduction did 
not vary between aphid sources but most of the nymphs did not survive 
for more than 10 days. However, 2 nymphs out of approximately 40 did 
survive and required a developmental period of 27 and 29 days, re- 
spectively. Both individuals lived for 3 days after completing the 4 
molts and did not reproduce. 
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
